The low bid on the three-mile rec- 


tangular channel to connect San Di- 
•mas with the Puddingstono was made 
by J. C. Gist,;the bid being $194,400. 
These bids are under consideration 
by Chief -Engineer E. C. Eaton of 
the county flood control district. The 
work, when finally awarded, will be 
carrie_d on simultaneously.

Puddingstone dam will be of earth- 


en construction with concrete facing, 
rising 142 feet from "strefcmbed, and 
impounding 20,000 acre ."feet. Al- 
though the specifications nave been 
revised, is is NOT true that the dam 
will impound less water' than orig- 
inally planned, the flood control de- 
partment declared yesterday. There 
were fourteen bids on the Pudding- 
stone dam, the Thomas Hnverty com- 
pany being liigh, with a bid of $641,- 
000; the Boss Construction company, 
$589,400; the W. A. Betchel com- 
pany, $522,250, the George Polock 
company, $585,450, and other bids 
scattered just below the. $500,000 
mark.

Moving Expenses— 


There is an old saying that three moves equal a fire. 


It has reference to the loss sustained in frequent changes 
of habitation. The spring moving season is now ending and 
there lias been many changes in residence. This has led 
some to estimate the cost of this flitting of the "household 
goods." Gas companies, because of the peculiar position 
they occupy, know better than any others, possibly, the 
extent of moving. They say that about 15 per cent of the 
urban population moves from one residence to another 
every spring and an equal number in the fall. This pro- 
portion is declared to be low for some cities, but it is re- 
garded as an average. And these changes involve expense. 


The Pennsylvania public service information commit- 


tee announces that expenditures for the spring moving 
taking the United States as a whole,- based on figures it 
has gathered, total over $200,000,000. 
Since it may be as- 


sumed that fall movings double this sum the amount of the 
annual tax on those who change their abode is impressive. 
The expense is distributed thus: $58,000,000 represents the 
cost of moving, $117,000,000 the cost of new furnishings, 
$11,000,000 goes to plumbers and fitters, another $11,000,- 
000 is the cost of eating while in the process of moving, 
and nearly $2.000,000 is the cost of changing meters and 
making other connections to fit the new homes for use. 
Then an equal sum will be called for next fall, though 
possibly from different people. 


The estimate would appear to constitute an irrefut- 


able argument for ownership of homes." though home-own- 
ers at times find it necessary to change residence. Yet the 
mass of movers must come from the class of persons who 
rent. To be under the necessity of moving frequently adds 
materially to the cost of living.—Richmond Item)

Looking back over the history of AmeViean civilization 


certain very significant facts concerning the ratio of our 
national progress are revealed. 


The first English-speaking colony which survived was 


established on American soil three hundred and twrenty 
years ago. One hundred and sixty-nine years later, when 
the Declaration of Independence was signed, the thirteen 
colonies comprised less than four million souls and covered 
only a narrow fringe of land along the Atlantic shore. 


Behind these colonists were something over a century 


and a half of contest with the hard forces of nature and 
with savage foes, of privation, of suffering, of famine and 
of devastating disease. 
Before them spread a vast and 


unknown wilderness of forests and mountains, of mighty 
rivers and of sweeping plains, of rolling prairies and parch- 
ing deserts, three thousand miles to the borders of another.

But "with these forbidding conditions before them the 
• 


colonists'1', dared to sever the ties that bound them to the 
land from which they sprung to renounce the social ideals . 
and theories of government on which all the older civiliza- 
tions of the world had been built and to proclaim a new 
standard and new ideals for the civilization they proposed 
to establish in the new world. 


In the little span of one hundred and fifty-one years— 


a little span, indeed, in the unknown centuries of human 
life and aspiration—these thirteen colonies that hung pi'e- 
cariously on the edge of the continent have grown to be 
the mightiest nation that ever existed on the earth, with 
one hundred and ten millions of people living under condi- 
tions of comfort, freedom, happiness and opportunity which 
no other people in any land or any age has equalled. 


Comparing the scant numbers, the feeble resources, 


the besetting dangers and the uncertainty of untested the- 
ories which confronted the colonists a century and a half 
ago with the power, the wealth, the security and the assur- 
ance of success which constitute the endowment of the peo- 
ple of the United States today, what ought the achieve- 
ments of the next one hundred and fifty years to be? 


Perhaps it is the destiny of American civilization to 


occupy the western hemisphere, not by conquest but by the 
voluntary adoption of the ideals of government which the 
colonists of 1776 declared. 
Perhaps the next great stage 


in the progress of this nation will be spiritual and not ma- 
terial. Perhaps it is up to us now to make our governmen- 
tal theories good, to prove our ideals, to show forth our 
faith by our works. 


The history of the American colonies and of the United 


States during the past three hundred and twenty years is 
a magnificent heritage of achievement, but also it is a 
sacred and tremendous trust, a thundering mandate from 
the God of nations to go forward to larger accomplishments 
in measure with our larger powers and opportunities. 


Perhaps this larged accomplishment may be in the di- 


rection of world service, perhaps it may be in the direc- 
tion of self-control and the development of the moral 
fibre of the nation. But whatever else our task may be, 
it is for the people of the United States to demonstrate that 
human progress does not necessarily depend upon the re- 
sistance of obstacles and adverse tides and winds. b_ut that 
a self-restrained and self-governed spirit in national life 
as in individual life may teach us how to benefit by the 
blessings and bounty of God.—Record-Ledger.

OMMAXHING a magnificent view 


and surrounded by beautiful lawns, 
in New York, is the tomb of General 


I'. S. Grant, who died July 23, 1885, and 
whose preference as well as that of his 
family led to his interment in Xcw York. 
The site of the present monument was set 
apart by the city both because of its nat- 
ural beauty and because here a memorial 
building would be visible from many dis- 
tant points in the city, harbor and river. 


Five years passed between the laying of 


the cornerstone by President Harrison and 
dedication of the building. The total cost 
of approximately $<i()fl,000 was contributed 
by about PO.OOO 'donors. 


The body of General Grant rests in a 


sarcophagus hewn from a single flawless 
block of red porphyry, closed by a massive 
lid of the same lustrous material. A dup- 
licate beside it contains the body of Mrs. 
Grant.
